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RUSSIA TAKES HAND IN GERMANY 


President Stands ^Squarely 
Behind Tax Reduction 
Plan.

Coolidge’s

m essage to congress, it was learned 
jXrom an official source. 
The m essage 
was completed today and sent to the 
public printer. 
It will be delivered 
to congress next Wednesday. 
In the important document, so vital 
to his political fs.te, tile executive 
urges upon congress, in addition to 
lower taxes, as his ideas, that: Con­ 
solidation of railways be voluntary 
instead of compulsory; immigration 
be restricted -to 2 per cent on tho 
basis of tho census of 1890, instead of 
3 per cent on the 1910 census; a dec­ 
laration that the United States will 
help in European affairs only whpre 
it can do so in its own way and with­ 
o u t entanglem ents or alliances, and 
on aggressive policy in the govern­ 
m ent operation of a merchant marine 
until such a tim e as the ships may be 
turned over to private operators with­ 
out loin to the people. 
The president will stand squarely 
behind 
Secretary 
of the 
Treasury 
Mellon in Ms proposal to- cut the 
taxes by 3300,OOO,000> the surplus now 
reposing in the treasuty. 
He will 
make this measure of relief the prin­ 
cipal 
administration 
measure 
and 
urge his party to carry it through 
a s expeditiously aa possible. 
Directly linked with this he w ill 
commend the budget and tell con­ 
gress that its discontinuance would 
prove a national calamity. 
He says 
that the budget has made it possible 
for the government to reach the point 
where taxes can be reduced. 
The 
governm ent must continue to practice 
the strictest economy, he w ill point 
out. and it is only through these or­ 
derly workings of the budget system 
that this can bs done. 
In announcing his new railroad pol­ 
ic y he will make his first important 
deviation from the policies of the late 
President Harding, who believed that 
a. solution of the railroad problem 
could be brought about only by con­ 
solidating competing lines 
and 
re­ 
m oving high and unnecessary costs, 
a s well as improving the transporta­ 
tion system . President Harding made 
this one of the big issues on his fate­ 
ful speaking tour of the’ west. 
Railroad Consolidation.

•CumminB had agreed that the rail­ 
roads should be allowed a period of 
seven yoaTS to voluntarily work out 
mergers under the approval of the 
interstate 
commerce ' commission. 
{Failing in this, at the end of the 
period agreed 
upon, the 
railroads 
would be compelled to consolidate as 
directed by the interstate com m erce 
commission. 
President Coolidge is 
■aid to be holding that it would prove 
unfair to the railroads to pass legis­ 
lation of this kind and looking so 
m any years into the future. 
* With this exception the president 
w ill approve such recommendations 
a s have been submitted to him by 
Senator Cummins. 
In particular he 
w ill urge som e consideration be given 
lo the question of equality of freight 
rates, so that some relief may be 
given to farmers and to the purchas­ 
ing public. 
The reduction of freight 
fates, he contends, is a matter that 
Would follow as a first consequence 
fit the reduction of taxation and the 
relief from an amazing sum paid by 
railroads for this item alone./' 
Another reason why rates may be 
reduced, it is pointed out, is that b e­ 
cause of taxes railroads are com-t 
palled to secure money for develop­ 
ments, over and ab ive taxes, through 
income. 
With high surtaxes reduced,

A year ago Austria was in the bread line with the begging 
bowl. Mothers by the thousands led their gaunt, emaciated 
children to the kitchens established by American charity, there 
to get for them food they sorely needed for themselves. 


Austria, by virtue of good faith was able to secure a loan, 
/ and there has been financial rehabilitation, not complete but 
considerable.

It might be supposed that out of the stress of economic and 
social anguish Austria’s first gestures would be wholly to bene­ 
fit herself. But the good-will of the world, which has differen­ 
tiated between the attitude of Berlin and that of Vienna, noted

plight of Austria’s capital could not have been anticipated.

derstand the want and woe in the German capital. Austria’s 
gift from her own crucial necessity should give the German?

Into the records of m ore than half 
a century’s devotion tq

lights, the great player delved to 
find incidents of the life of a mimic 
with which he interested and amus­ 
ed his audience or 
touched 
them 
with pathos, from his early efforts 
as an actor down through the period 
when he reached the crest of his 
attainm ent on the stage, the actor 
pulled forth dusty cabinets rich in 
memories, reminiscences

A year ago Austria was in the bread line with the begging 
bowl.

thousands led their gaunt, emaciated 
children to the kitchens established by American charity, there 
to get for them food they sorely needed for themselves. 


Austria, by virtue of good faith was able to secure a loan, 
t and there has been financial rehabilitation, not complete but 
considerable. The downfall of the crown to the abyss into which 
the ruble and the mark have plunged was stayed. 


It might be supposed that out of the stress of economic and 
social anguish Austria's first gestures would be wholly to bene­ 
fit herself. 
But the good-will of the world, which has differen­ 
tiated between the attitude of Berlin and that of Vienna, noted 
I 
with apprDva^ a manifestation of sympathy which from the dire 
plight of Austria’s capital could not have been anticipated. 


The Austrians, with the grateful sanction of the Prussian 
Government, are running the suitable parts of the ex Kaiser’s 
palace in Berlin as a soup kitchen for the relief of the destitute 
The Viennese may say with the Queen of Carthage: “Not lgnoi- 
ant of misery, we know how to succor the afflicted.” 
Because 
of the terrible ordeal through which they passed, they could un­ 
derstand the want and woe in the 
German capital. 
Austria’s 
gift from her own crucial necessity should give the Germans 
new resolution to grapple manfully with the exigent conditions 


that are the retribution for Germany’s own acts in the tour ter­ 
rible years.

The 
only question is whether the typewriter has been a real help to I 
journalists and authors apart from the mere matter of increased 
spetd and greater legibility. Some observers declare that it has' 
resulted not only in an inferior literary style in the case of the' 
average author, but is responsible for a deluge of written and 
printed words which the public 
might otherwise 
have 
been 
spared. 


One critic even goes so far as to salute the inventor of the 
typewriter as the “father of modern literature” Productions of! 
inferior literary quality 
would 
seem 
to 
be 
inevitable 
if;. 
it is true that authors generally now dictate to stenographers ‘ 
or compose on the typewriter. But is this really true of the most I 
careful writers and perfected stylists who are more interested in 
achievement than in rapid production? 
Do these not now a* 
formerly, write first with a pencil or pen and only after correc­ 
tion and polishing make or have made clean typewritten copies? 
The conclusion in this matter would seem to depend on certainty I 
as to the facts. Undoubtedly there is a deluge of inferior whit­ 
ing, but there is also exellent and carefully studied work in the I 
matter of style.

EFFECTIVE JJN I 


Tnorpaae In the fees for motor truck 
registration and licenses as provided 
in a new law which went into effect 
July 27, 1923, is shown in the regis­ 
tration forms for vehicles for 1924 re­ 
ceived by Elbert L. Tlabb, of the Babb 
hardw are store. Xenia registrar. 
A sliding scale which raises in fees 
v*th the weight of the truck provides 
for practically a IOO per cent Increase 
’n the cose of licenses for trucks the 
forms show. Trucks not over 25 horse 
power will be charged a flat rate of 
$* and a weight fee of 20 cents a hun 
deed gross, including 
vehicle 
and 
lord; trucks over 25 horse power and 
not over 30 horsepower, will pay a 
flat rate of $12 and a weight fee of 
30 cents a hundred gross, vehicle and 
lead; trucks with horsepower over 30 
will be charged a flat rate of $20 
with a weight fee of $0 cents a bun­ 
dled. 
vehicle and load. 
Trailers of 2,000 capacity and under 
will pay 20 cents per hundred pouns 
on the weight of the vehicle and esti­ 
m ated load, while trailers of more 
than one ton capacity will be rharg 
e l a fee of 50 rents for each hundred 
pounds of gross w e ig h t Automobiles 
which may be converted into trucks 
will be charged for as if (hey were 
trucks. In case of a dispute as to the 
weight of an automobile, the owner 
m ust have it wr-iehed aud present a 
receipts from the weigher with the 
application for license. 
The fees for various classes of pas­ 
s e e cars are 
not 
increased 
under 
the new law. The use of 1923 license 
plates m ust continue to the end of the 
year. and 1924 plates will not he per­ 
mitted to he used util January I. No 
extension of time will 
he 
granted, 
however, for obtaining 1924 plates and 
all auto owners must have the tags 
bv the first of the year. 
The law requiring that the applica­ 
tion for license forms must be made 


ova in triplicate this year. will neces­ 
sitate extra hook work, and has re­ 
stated in Secretary of State T h ai H. 
Brown authorizing an increased fee 
for the service, hut It wiX also enable 
local registrars to keep much better 
records. Two of the forms kept in tri­ 
plicate will he forwarded at once to 
the Secretary of State and the other 
will be kept by the Registrar until 
April I, 1925. being reserved on file. 
O' the two sent to the Secretary of 
State, one will be immediately return­ 


ed the County Auditor of the county 
in which the. license was 
obtained, 
for the purpose of checking taxing re­ 
cords. The other will be used to com­ 
pile complete records from all over 
the state which will be sent, the dep­ 
uty registrars in each canty as soon 
as received instead of waiting three 
or four months to dispatch this infor­ 
mation, as in the past.
